to chemical changes mklng place In 
ths substaocc of our being, that Is to 
say In our protoplasm. He believes 
that the chemistn* of living matter^ 
of the human body, for Instance, Is 
not speclAcally dHTerent from that of 
the laboratory. 

He bellsves that living i»rganlsmB 
are chemical machines posseaslng the 
pecullariiy of developing, preserving 
And reproducing themselves automat¬ 
ically. 

He believes that we eat, drink and 
reproduce, not because mankind has 
reached an agreement that this Is de- 
slrr.bJe but because, machlne-llke. wa 
arc compelled to do ao.

We mnsi first find our friends. Who 
are they?
